Of Native American Ancestry. 

For two hundred and fifty years the an- 
cestore of Bishop Spalding haye lived in 
America, the first of the name to come to 
the new world being a follower of Lord Bal- 
timore. During the reigns of Henry VIII and 
Hiizabeth in England the Spalding family 
was distinguished for ite loyalty to the Cath- 
olicechurch. The present bishop's ancestry 
is partly Irish, ag well as English. He was 
born fn Lebanon, Ky., on June 2, 1840. His 
elementary education was received at St. 
Mary. Ky., and at Emmettsburg, Ky., from 
which latter place be went to Mount &t. 
Mary’ 8, Cincinnatt, Ohio, for five years, Then 
he went abroad, to Louvain, Belgium, where 
he recéived his degree of doctor of divinity 
in 1808. After being ordained he went to 
Rome for @ special course of study in the 
Belgian cofiege, and in 1865 he returned to 
the United States, 25 years old, prepared with 
exceptional! thoroughness for his life work. 

Having already acquired something of a 
reputation as a echolar, the future bishop 
Was asrigned to the cathedral in Loutsville, 
Ky., and in addition to missionary duties he 
acted as secretary to Bishop Levialle. 


Builds Sehool for Négroes. 

' ‘In this dual capacity he rerhained at the 
cathedral untt! 1869, when, at his own re- 
guest, he wae given charge of the work of 
founding a chureh for colored people. With- 
in three years he had accomplished his task 
so well that he hada church and parish house 
bullt and equipped, and before he left Louls- 
ville, fm 1872, he had the satisfaction of see- 
ing his first important work freed from debt.

FINDS FUN RIDING WIND. 


Army Men Think the Daytonite 
Will Make 42 Miles an Hour 
- and Get Bonus, /,; 


—- 


a Sa D. C., Sept. 10.—Orville 
Wright today broke the world's record he 
estabiished yesterd&y for time and distance 
for a heavier than air flying machine. 

In a flight requiring great ekili or account 
of a fifteen mile wind he circled around the. 
drii grounds at Fort Myer fifty-eight times 
in 1:00.52, exceeding the time of yesterday's 
record flight by :08:37. The flight was wit- 
nessed by nearly 1,000 people. 


Throughout the day the weather was 


threatening and Mr. Wright did not arrive at } 


the field until after 4 o'clock. The machine 
was wheeled across the field on:the detacn- 
able wheels and placed on the starting ‘rack. 
At 3 o'clock Mr. Wright announced that he 
Was ready. 

“Are you going to try to break the record 
you made yesterday ?’’ he was asked. 

“vo,” he repli ‘lam going up just far 
a@ liitie practice. I may make a flight of ten 
minutes in order to determine at what rate 
of speed I have been flying.” 


Ciimbs with Each Round of Field. 

The wind was blowing about three miles 
an hour when Mr. Wright prepared to make 
his fillght. At 5:08 he signaled his mechanic 
to release the machine. The aeroplane rose 
almost immé@diately after leaving the single 
starting rail. It continued to climb with 
each successive round of the field, until it 
reached an altitude of 75 feet. 

For the first thirty rounds the machine 
flew as smoothly as on its previous flights, 
but from that time on it Was geen to pitch 
at, the turns, as the breeze fnom the west 
struck it. As the machine moved from 
the northern end of the field to the southern, 
where the aerial garage far storing it is ho- 
cated, Mr. Wright kept it several points in 
the wind. 


Responds to Levers in Wind. 


Whenéver the machine pitched it could be 
seen from below that it responded promptly 
to every move of the levers by the operator. 
One of Mr. Wright's assistants marked the 
time in large figures at intervals omthe roof 
of a shed, in order that Mr. Wright might see 
how long he had been in the air. 

A gust of wind, unusually strong, struck 
the aeroplane during the forty-second round 
and it plunged sharply, causing the crowd td 
exclaim in alarm. Mr. Wright then brought 
his machine lower, but on the fifty-thira 
round he reached an altitude of 200 feet. 

When the aviator completed the fifty- 
fourth round he had beaten his record of the 
day before. The crowd cheered. 


Fun to Fly. in Breeze. 


Mr. Wright came down at the Borthern end 
of the field at the end of the fifty-eighth 
round, landing easily. The cavalry squad, 
on duty to protect the machine, formed a 
cordon around it, and Maj. Squier, acting 
chief signal officer, pressed forward to con- 
gratulate the aviator. 

“TI encountered a stiff breese,'’ said the air 
conqueror. His eyes were bloodshot and 
caused him considerable pain. (‘I don’t 
-know whether the wind or dust causes the 
irritation. I had on a pair of goggles, but 
fiying in a wind is lots of fun. It's much 
more sport than flying in a calm. The wind 
must have been blowing fifteen or more 
miles an hour.” 


Believe He’ll Get Bonus for Speed. 


Signal corps officers at the war department 
today expressed the belief that Mr. Wright 
will make a speed of at Jeast forty-two miles 
an hour with his heavier than air machine. 
If he does make forty-two miles an hour 
he will be entitled to a bonus of 20 pér cent 
over the contract price, which is $25,000. 
The speed is to be taken on a measured 
course of more than five miles against and 
with the wind. The start is to be a flying 
one, the machine to pass the starting point 
at full. speed at both ends of the course, 

The official trials will be held as soon as 
Mr. Wright announces his readiness. He 
probabiy will make preliminary flights for a 
week or more before he tests the aeroplane 
before the army board. He will endeavor 
to make a few short flights for speed tomor- 
row, and may begin ascending with C. V 
Furnass, his assistant, in order to practice 
for the official endurance trial],:in which 
the aeroplane will have to remain in the: 
air with two men for one hour.

Velled criticism of United States Judge 
Kenesaw M. Landis for the $29,240,000 fine 
that he imposed on the Standard Oil company 
of Indiana appeared yesterday in the answer 
fied by the attormeys for the corporation to 
the government’s petition for a rehearing of 
the appeal which resulted in the reversal of 
the fine. 

It was isitimated that the judge was influ-. 
enced by public clamor in imposing the rec- 
ord breaking fine. 

“The exercise of that discretion,”’ says the 
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court here, as this court holds, looked into 
and was governed by evidence and considera- 

tions which were not proper to influence a 
jodicial magistrate.” ‘ 

The document, filed in the offi of the 
derk.of the United States Cireutt Court of Ap- 
peals, was signed by Attorneys John 8S. Mil- 
ler, Moritz Rosenthal, and Alfred D. Eddy. 
It teems with sarcasm and calls District At- 
torney Edwin W..Sims& zealous prosecutor, 
but the principal argument is based upon the 
“unheard of fine.”’ On this point the an- 
ewer says: 

“The provisions of the bill of rights in 
the eighth amendment to the federal consti-

Deception by Woman Revealed.

He had firmly be- 
lieved up to that-time that Grace was his own 
child. I-proved to him that at the time his 
own daughtér died Mrs, Carr, wishing to 
continue a hold on him, adopted my child, 
who was then an infant, and pretended that 
she was the daughter of Rathborn, telling 
him she had ‘ his child’ brought to ‘her from 
St. Joseph. He begged me to permit him to 
keep Grace. I observed that she had pleas- 
ant surroundings and consented to her re- 
maining with him. : 
“It is a long time since I have seen or 
heard from my daughter and I would give 
every little possession I have if I could see her 
again. I would like to know if she is happy 
or if she needs anything. If she does I can 
now help her some. Should she be happy I 
would feel relieved only to see her again, 
but I do wish to get some tidings from her.” 
James Robinson said he believed at the time 
he vouched for Rathborn at the Harrison 
street station that Rathborn had a perfect 
right to the. child. 

‘Grace is now known as ‘Mamie Rath- 
born,” said Robinson. “I do not know 
where either she or Rathborn is at present.”

‘I have not presented my resignation to 
the trustees of Northwestern university, nor 
haye I been offered a chair at Unjon Theo- 
logical seminary, nor at any pds school,”’ 
Prof. Coe said. “ to my being criticised, 
it Must be admitted that a person who has 
published as much as I have on so many dif- 
ferent topics should expect a certain amount 
of criticism and censtre. 

“I have received my share of both praise 
and blame for my writings, but there has 
never been the least shadow of friction in 
my relations with the trustees and faculty 
of. Northwestern university. 

‘No word of blame'ever has come to my 
eats as being uttered by any of my col- 
leagues in the university, and I shall return 
there tomorrow night to resume my work.” 


The members of the Northwestern univer- 
sity faculty to whom Prof. Coe is said to 
have told his intention of resigning from the 
Methodist school, denied yesterday that they 
expected his departure during the present 
college year.

C., M. and St. P. Road Refuses 
to Pay for Them and City 
) May Tear Up Rails. 


NOW UP TO THE USERS. 


Claim to Right of Way in Town 
of Jefferson Disputed: by 
Aged Ex-Officials. 


A precedent of vast importance to thou- 
Sands of menufacturers and business men 
was established yesterday when John R. 
Dickinson, counsel for the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul railroad, appeared before 
the council committee on. public lands and 
announced that his road will take no steps 
to protect the eighty-four switch tracks 
which, it is charged, are being operated in 
Chicago without grants or franchises. Mr. 
Dickinson added that the switch tr were 
of small benefit or nohe at all tothe roadand 
that if the people who use them do not want 
to pay compensation to the city the city can 
take amy action it sees fit. 

The entire session was an uncomfortable 
one from the road's point of view. Chairman 
McCoid sprung a surprise by bringing in 
Francis De Pfuhl, 84 years old, former attor- 
ney of the town of Jefferson, who testified 
that the ordinance by which the road claims 
the right to operate some five miles of main 
track and a big switchyard on its Council 
Bluffe division never was passed. L. A. 
Budlong, the first president of the village 
board, also Was present and corroborated 
this statement. 


Road’s Decision Unexpe cted. 


The decision of the road to allow the switch 
tracks to go by default was unexpected by 
the committee, and turned out to be a re- 
vision of the attitude held until recently by 
the road. , 

.The, positfon taken by the road Stems to 
hinge on the action of the state railway and 
warehouse commissidn in establishing fixed 
switching rates in Chicago, and the belief 
on the part of the officials that these rates 
are so low that rather than pay any eompen- 
sation for the use of the disputed switches 
the railroads will abandon them. 

This information came out unexpectedly 
at the close of a long hearing concerning the 
company's rights in the old town of Jefferson. 
“There are eighty-four switch tracks owned 
by the St. Paul road for which there are no 
grants, and for whith the city is not recetv- 
ing compensation,’ said Chairman Mc(Coid 
as he gathered his papers and prepared 
to leave. “I understand that Mr. Dickinson

Says Tracks Earn Nothing. 


“I don’t agree to protect any of them,” 
replied Mr. Dickinson.

A motion by Ald. Finn that the users of 
the switch tracks be notified to settle with 
the city, and that if they fail’ to do so 
the tracks be torn out, was carried. 

“The rental of these tracks is worth 
$42,000 a year to the city, or to whoever 
gete it,” said Ald. McCoid. “The city will 
get it if the tracks remain. We expect to 
find several hundred more of these uhau- 
thorized switches before we get the can- 
vass of the city completed.”’ 

The right of the road to operate its line 
through the old town of Jefferson wag de- 
fehded by Mr. Dickinson on the ground that 
the tracks operate on a private right of way, 
that they have been unmolested until the 
road’s title has become good, and that the 
company holds a certified copy of the érdi- 
nance which was passed granting the road 
the right to lay tracks. ' 
The city’s position as explained by Chair- 
man McCoid is that the company’s tracks 
cross many streets without any authority, 
that part of the way they occupy a public 
road, and that the efforts to oust the com- 
pany have been practically continuotts. The 
alleged copy of the ordinance is held invalid 
because no record of it appears on the min- 
utes of the town meeting. The city concedes 
the right of the company -to its tracks in 
Lawndale avenue to North Fifty-second ave- 
nue, but denies that the company has any 
right to operate or maintain its tracks from 
Western avenme to Lawndale avente and 
from North fty-second avenue to Nofth 
Seventy-second avenue.

Mr. Cannon then took up the history of 
the demand for anti-injunction legisiation 
and pointed out that the demand for a jury 
tridi in contempt proceedings @ame first 
aite; (he punishment of Eugene V, Debs, now 
cand.date for president on the socialist ti¢ker, 
but in 1804 the leader of the railroad strike. 
tie referred to the calling of federal troops 
to Chicago by President Cleveland and re- 
cited the history of the attempt by various 
congressmen to pass a law in 1806 to take

tions in labor disputes and’their power to 
punish contempt. 

He said that while the bill was passed by 
a democratic senate on June 10, 1896, the day

wels accepted by the people as an attack 
on the judiciary and aided materially in the 
overwhelming defeat of Mr. Bryan: The 
republican house stood against such legisia- 
ion in 1896 and the people sustained tts 
action.

The 
hatters’ case was a complaint against an 
interstate boycott. The American Federa- 
tion of Labor ‘had ordered a boycott through- 
out the United States against the, Danbury 
hat manufacturers becauge of a refusal to 
unionize their shops. The complaint was 
against the boycott as a restraint of inter- 
state commerce and in defiance of the Sher- 
man law. The case was decided on that 
ground. and the opinion of the Supreme'court 
sustained the decision of the lower court on 
that ground. 

‘Mr, Gompers says this decision for the 
first time brings the labor unions under the 
restrictions of the Sherman law. He is mis- 
taken. The United States courts, district 
and circult, have in numerous cases held 
that the law applied to labor organizations. 
In the opinion of the Supreme court Chief 
Justice Fuller, a democrat, cited several of 
there decisions.”

Revolt in Large Towns. 
They believe, in spite of the deficiencies of 


the law, and notwithstanding the periods of | 


nonenforcement which sweep over the state, 
on the whole it is a good thing. They are 
disgusted, however, by the stiff necked at- 
titude of the republican leaders, and no one 
knows how far this sentiment extends, In 
all of the larger towns the revolt has become 
serious, and in three of the four congres- 
sionfl districts the parties are so nearly 
evenly balanced the republicans might lose 
a cONngressman Or two almost without know- 
ing it. 

Both parties have appealed to their na- 
tional committees for funds, upon the 
grounds that this election, local though it 
may be, will have some effect on the country 
at large. The democratic national man- 
agers have refused to put any money in the 
state. The republican national committee 
has sent a little, but not nearly as much 
as the local leaders demand. The locel re- 
publican managers are thoroughly fright- 
ened,.and the reports received at both the ne- 
tional and the congressional headquarters, as 
well as my observations on the grounds here, 
all indicate that Obediah Gardner, one of 
the best vote getters the democrats have 
developed in Maine for many a long year, 
will either be elected by a-scratch, or will 
at least cut down the republican plurality 
fully 530 per cent as compared with the state 
election of four years ago.

Under the regulations of the army and navy | 


all officers and enlisted men are required to 
stand when that air is played indoors. Last 
night the two marines obeyed the regulations 
at the theater and were requested by the 
management either to be seated or leave the 
house. They chose the latter course. 

Officers at the navy yard said today that 
if the men had not stood when “ The Star 
Spangled Banner’’ was played they would 
have been Hiable to severe punishment for 
disobedience of regulations. ’

LUBICZ SAYS HECAN PROVE 
HE IS AN ORDAINED PRIEST. 


Declares the Scanteia Circulated Con- 
cerning St. Joseph’s-Orphans’ Home 
Originated with Discharged Employe. 


Antonio Lubicz, accused of obtaining 
money on a false pretense of being a Catho- 
lic priest, walked into Harrison aetreet police 
station yesterday and surrendered himeelf, 
He denied the charge and said the scande!- 
ous stories circulated about him originated 
with Mrs. Mary Pillara, 487 Milwaukee ave- 
nue, formerly: employed by him at his or- 
phanage, 208 Thirty-sixth street, which is 
known as St. Joseph's Orphans home, 

“T am a regularly ordained Catholic 
priest,” he said. “I was born in Poland If 
came to America six years ago and to Chi- 
cago three years ago. The orphans’ home 
is legally incorporated. iI solicited alma, 'but 
Ihad a rightto. I am an independent Cath- 
olic priest. . 

The Independent Catholic movement start- 
ed in France in 1907. It was represented in 
America by. the Rey. Joseph Rene Vilatte, 
who termed himself the Catholic archbishop 
of America. Lubicz had in his possession a 
brief dated Jan. 8, 1905, and signed by Arch- 
bishop Vilatte authorizing him to build 
churches and solicit funds for charity. 

The three sisters who were employed by 
the priest to collect alms for the orphanage 
will be arraigned tomorrow morning on 
charges of disorderly conduct. They will be 
questioned,also, concerning the reports of 
immorality at the orphanage.
